been collecting some figures in order 
to answer this question. 
Beyond all 


question the best street pavement is 
sheet asphalt or granolith, with which 
the streets of Harrisburg have been 
recently paved. 
When the matter of 


paving the streets in that city was 
undertaken the cost was §2 a square 
yard and this year a 
contract for 


same was given at §1.80 and it is said 
that it has been put down at less cost 
at other places. The abutting land 
owner pays from the curb to the cen- 
ter of the street. 


As the majority of the citizens have 


only lots of 30 feet and on our widest 
streets it is 40 feet from curb to curb, 
every 30 foot land owner would have 
67 square yards in front of his or her 
property to pay for. 
At $2 the best 


street paving would cost each 30 foot 
lot owner §l-(4 or at $1.80 the cost 
would 
be 
$120.60. Is'nt 
this 
cost 


within the means of the citizens of 
Gettysburg, and would not every pro- 
perty owner get back every cent of 
•utlay in the increased value of his 
property by having such street pav- 
ing. 


When Harrisburg started the con- 


sideration of street paving Nelson P. 
Lewis, a noted expert of New York 
City, visited the city and among other 
things reported as follows: 


Two dollars a square yard was fix- 


ed as a linrt to the cost of street pav- 


1 ing, which the engineer thought to 


be sufficiently liberal to permit thor- 
oughly satisfactory results. The ques 
tlon to be determined is, what kind 
of pavements will give the most satis- 
factory results for the money expend- 
ed. 
The controlling 
considerations 


are: sanitary qualities, ultimate econ- 
omy, attractive appearance, 
facility 


of cleaning, and ease of traction. San- 
itary qualities are of the highest im- 
portance in a city of homes and ease 
of traction of minor importance in a 
community where the street trafic is 
not heavy and grades are light. 


Ultimate economy is determined by 


first cost, ease of maintenance, facili- 
ty of repair, and life. Of all pave- 
ments, good granite block is the most 
economical, but its noise renders it al- 
most intolerable on residential streets 


Good macadam 
is most agreeable 


for driving, but is the most expensive 
of all street surfaces to maintain, and 
requires constant sprinkling. 


Rectangular 
wooden 
block is the 


pavement of luxury, the most quiet 
of all, the only objection 
being its 


slipperiness and its cost.

KEPT UP BY EXCITEMENT. 


Japanese Attacking Party Had Not 


Known They Were Woundsd. 


Owing to the small caliber of the 


bullets used during the Russo-Japan- 
ese war many soldiers did not know 
that they had boen struck by them 
until the frenzy of an 
attack 
had 


passed. 
During the battle of Mukden 


a company of Japanese, infantry, of m 
strength of 90 men, attacked a Rom- 
elan party holding the opposite bank 
of the river. The attack was carried 
through with great spirit until the 
Japanese arrived under 
the 
river 


bank, when the Russians evacuated 
the position, evidently believing that 
their fire had been without any ef- 
fect. It was only then that 40 out of 
the 90 Japanese discovered that they 
had been wounded during the 
ad- 


vance. The company commander only 
made the same discovery in his own 
case by seeing the water of the river 
redden by his blood. There was ap- 
parent no physical effect 
of 
the 


wounds so long as the men had been 
sustained by the fury and excitement 
of the advance. But on seeing that 
they were wounded all, from the offi- 
cer downward, experienced the moral 
effect of their injuries, and all at once 
felt they could advance no farther.

Since 1SSO r.^ore than 70o.000.000.000 
feet of timber have b«en erst for lum- 
ber alone, including ^o.oo'j.ooo.ooo feet 
of coniferous timber in excess of the 
total coniferous sturnpage estimate of 
the census of IS SO.
